The new' sy stem is said 
to be based on the spottedness 
of 
the su n and rifts and shafts of r>olar 
radiation. 
In 
the 
opinion of 
the 
weather Bu reau it 
belong s in the 
same class with other methods 
of 
long -rang e 
weather 
forecasting 
based on lu nar, planetary , mag netic 
and 
astrolog ical 
considerations. 
None of these 
sy stems, 
it is said, 
has any scientific v alu e. 
Du ring the past 
few y ears 
the 
Weather Bu reau has 
receiv ed fu ll 
specifications concerning all the es­ 
sential details of this particu lar sy ­ 
stem. 
The 
alleg ed 
discov ery is, 
therefore, fu lly known to the Wea­ 
ther Bu reau and has been carefu lly 
stu died and ex amined by x its scien­ 
tific staff. 
Moreov er, 
other scien­ 
tists of international repu tation now 
connected with the strong est insti­ 
tu tions of the w'orld eng ag ed in as- 
tronimical research, and condu cting 
inv estig ations into solar and terres­ 
trial phy sics, hav e also passed u pon 
these new theories. 
These au thori­ 
ties are in accord 
that the dedu c­ 
tions and conclu sions 
drawn from 
the solar conditions on which 
the 
new isy stem is based are u nwarrant­ 
ed. 
When the disk of the su n is min­ 
u tely ex amined with powerfu l tele­ 
scopes, or when it is photog raphed 
with the aid of the modern spectro- 
heliog raph, the su rface presents 
a 
characteristic 
spotted 
appearance 
which u nderg oes slig ht chang es from 
day to day , and 
g reater 
chang es 
with long er interv als 
of time, 
de­ 
pending u pon the well-known rota­ 
tion of the su n u pon its ax is and the 
jeriodic recu rrence of the su nspot 
max ima and minima. These and cer­ 
tain well-known related phenomena 
are now* pu t forward 
as the basis 
of a new' science which w'ill make 
possible foreeaste of the weather far 
in adv ance. 
That these featu res of j 
solar 
activ ity , 
howev er, 
actu ally 


v ocates of these schemes assert that 
they can forecast 
the weather for 
weeks or months in adv ance, and in 
others they 
sitate th.at they hav e 
fou nd means of produ cing rain arti­ 
ficially , of prev enting hail, and in 
other way s of interfering with and 
controlling ^atmospheric phenomena. 
These pretensions 
meet with a cer­ 
tain credence 
becau se there are 
a 
nu mber of people who still cling to an 
ancient belief in the influ ence of the 
moon on the 
g rowth 
and dev elop­ 
ment of craps, and to the idea that 
the weather conditions depend u pon 
planetary and astrolog ical combina­ 
tions. 
In consequ ence the Weather 
Bu reau has 
been called u pon from 
time to time to cau tion the g eneral 
pu blic ag ainst pu tting faith in these 
so-called discov eries. 
The U. S. Weathe Bu reau itself is 
the au thorized ag ency of the Gov ­ 
ernment to 
collect 
meteorolog ical 
observ ations 
and make and issu e 
weather 
forecasts 
and 
warning s. 
Ev ery important nation of the world 
has a similar org anization and 
all 
u se essentially 
the same 
methods. 
All of these org anizations condemn 
and disaprov e the methods and the­ 
ories of those w'lio assert that they 
are able to predict the weather for 
any considerable period in adv ance.

of the U. S. Weather Bureau stated 
today that in the opinion of the bu- 
reau a new system 
of long-range 


weather forecasting, -which has been 
widely discussed recently, was quite 
fallacious. 
The new system is said 


to lie based on the spottedness 
of 


the sun and rifts and shafts of polar, 
radiation. In 
the 
opinion of 
the 


•weather Bureau it 
belongs in the 


same class with other methods of 
long-range 
weather 
forecasting 


based on lunar, planetary, magnetic 
and 
astrological 
considerations. 


Uone of these 
systems, 
it is said, 


has any scientific value. 


During the past few years the 


Weather Bureau has 
received full 


specifications concerning all the es- 
sential details of this particular sy- 
stem. The alleged 
discovery is, 


therefore, fully known to the Wea- 
ther Bureau and has been carefully 
studied and examined byvits scien- 
tific staff. Moreover, 
other scien- 


tists of international reputation now 
connected with the strongest insti- 
tutions of the world engaged in as- 
tronimical research, and conducting 
investigations into solar and terres- 
trial physics, have also passed upon 


;e authori- 


ties .are in accord 
that the deduc- 


tions and conclusions 
drawn from 


the solar conditions on which 
the 


new isys'tem is based are unwarrant- 
ed. ' " 


When the disk of the sun is min- 


utely examined with powerful .tele- 
scopes, or when it is photographed 
-with the aid of the modern spectro- 
heliograph, the surface presents a 
characteristic 
spotted 
appearance 


which undergoes slight changes from 
day to day, and greater

ficially, of preventing hail, and in 
other ways of interfering with and 
controlling atmospheric phenomena. 
The.se pretensions meet with a cer- 
,tain credence because there arc 
a 


number of people who still cling to an 
ancient 'belief in the influence of .the 
moon on the growth and develop- 
ment of cro-ps. and to the idea that 
the weather conditions .depend upon 
planetary and 'astrological com'bina- 
tions. In consequence the Weather 
Bureau has 
been called upon from 


time to time to caution the general 
public against putting faith in these 
so-called discoveries. 


The U. S. Weathe Bureau itself is 


the authorized agency of the Gov- 
ernment to 
collect meteorological 


observations and make and issue 
'weather forecasts 
and warnings. 


Every important nation of the world 
has a similar organization and 
all 


use essentially 
the same 
methods.- 


All of these organizations condemn 
and disaprove the methods and the- 
ories of those who assert that they 
are able to predict the -weather for 
any considerable period in advance.
